This Covenant of Grace was contrived from — 
upon the proſpe& of Man's Fall, and is properlx 
made with Chriſt, as the ſecond Adam, the Head and 
Repreſentative of the Ele&; in which God on the 
one part promiſes to Chriſt and his Ele&, that upon 
his Satisfaction to Juſtice in their Name, and upon 
their accepting of the Redeemer, and taking hold of 
his Ranſom, he would be their reconciled God and 
Father, grant them Pardon, Salvation, and innume- 
rable Bleſſings.

The Gene- 
ral Aſſembly of this Church, in their 'Dire&ions con- 
cerning ſecret and private Worſhip, do. declare, That

The Forms of Prayer fet down here, are deſigned 
ebiefly for Maſters of Families, becauſe they need ſuch 
helps more than private Perfons.
